- Cifull ſoueraigne, there be many ſecreat 2 ſmiters, which both 


with tongue, inditments, and by all other meanes, that epther 
by culler of lam, oꝛ that ſuch ſinitters may eſcape law, can de⸗ 
uiſe. But it can ſeldome (if at all) be found, in the holy boke 
of God, that vnder ſo gracious , and mercifull a Pꝛince, in ſa

Powe will our true Dauid, 
Lo2d and king of heauen and earch, wound the hearpe ſcalpe, 
and with infinite moe tozments, and moze greueous, and that 
in hell foz euer: recompence all ſuch, except they repent, as 
dare lay violent hands vpon his Emballadozs, that bꝛigh hea 
uenly peace, and the onely glad tidings ot true good thinges. 

Now, becauſe zeale ot Gods mateſty , chziſtian loue, and 
lopalty vnto my (ſo godly, gracious, and mercikull a Pzince) 
and the ſtate:with a like chꝛiſtian loue and reuerence, un o the 
Emballadozs of the Loꝛd God ok hoſtes, who bꝛing vnto vs, 
from his almighty mateſtp, and rich mercies, this moſt haps 
pye embaſſage,euen free remiſſion of ſinnes, laith in the Loꝛd 
Jeſus, peace of conſcience, and deliuery from ſathan, h ell, and 
condemnation, with full aſſurance of purchaſed health, lile, ſal⸗ 
uation, and glozification, and that euerlaſting, and in ſuch 
ioyes, as can neither be expꝛeſled no2 conceaued: and all th is 
(of Gods only, free, and rich mercies, and thzough the onely 
merites of our alone Sautour , Chziſte Jeſus,becauſe Jſap, 
zealc hereok, hath moued me to vſe veheinencye ok ſpeache, in 
repꝛehenſion okt he (apd foule lact:it will ſurely be thought of 
ſumme, that the ſame is not don in charity, but rather of mas 
lice, then of any good meaning: (/nto whom I anſwere. That
